PERFECTA WAGERING 

One DOLLAR PERFECTA BOX; You can buy a three of more horse box for abase vaiueof one dollar. Example- 
One dollar periecta box on the 1-2-3 costs $6 and pays half of the regular $2periecta price payoff that is flashed on the 
tote board, in a perfects, your selections must finish first and second, in that order. By boxing three or more horses, ifariy 
two of your selections cross the wire first or second, in whatever order, you're a 'winner, 

ONE DOLLAR WHEEL; Example — Select one horse on top with the entire field. Total cost in an eight-horse 
perfects field would be $7 and would once again pay half of the regular periecta pnce payoff. 

TRIFECTA BETTING 

KEY ENTRY: If you think you have picked the winner in a triple race and wish to box other horses for second and third, 
then use a "key entry.”The bet should be called as follows: Example — One dollar key entry on iff with 2-3-4." Total Cost 
lor this bet is 56 and would cover the following six winning combinations: 1-2-3,1-2-4,1-3-2,1-3-4,1-4-2 and 1-4-3. Since 
three horses are “boxed" behind the “key entry" (#1), the bet is a three hor?a-key entry. 

A four-horse key entry would cost $12; a five-horse key entry would cost 520; and a six-horse key entry, $30. The 
examples given here ccmtemplate a one dollar key, but the base price of your key can range from $1 to $250. 

PART WHEEL: This Is a triple bet where you are picking different horses for first second and third. Two examples follow. 
Example #1 — if you think the 1 and 2horses will be first or second and you want to play four horses with them for third, 
you would ask for a “one dollar (remember, the base price can go as high as $250, though) part wheel 1-2 with 1 -2 
with 3-4-5-6.'\ The cost for this bet would be $8. covering the following winning combinations; 1 -2-3,1 -2-4,1-2-5,1 -2- 
6, 2-1-3, 2-1-4, 2-1-5 and 2-1-6. 

Example #2 — ff you think the 1 horse will be first, that the 2, 3 or 4 horse will be second and that the 2,3,4,5or 6 horse 
will be third you would ask for a “one dollar part wheel 1 with 2-3-4 with 2-3-4-5-6.". Tne COSt would be $12, 
covering 12 different winning combinations: 1-2-3,1-2-4,1-2-5,1-2-6,1-3-2,1-3-4,1-3-5,1-3-6,1-4-2,1-4-3,1-4- 
5 and 1-4-6.
